Kaczynski Tells Feds He Wants His Bomb Back 


SACRAMENTO, CALIF. | Ted Kaczynski, known 
as the Unabomber, has asked the govern- 
ment to return his personal papers and 
other materials, including a bomb seized 
by the FBI. 

Kaczynski is serving life without the pos- 
sibility of parole for a string of mail-bomb 


attacks that killed three people and injured 
23 from 1978 to 1995. 

He asked a federal judge to make the gov- 
ernment ship the materials to a University 
of Michigan archive that already contains 
more than 15,000 of his papers.

WASHINGTON | A virus -like infec- 
tion that was the subject of urgent 
U.S. government and industry 
warnings spread rapidly Monday 
across the Internet, causing com- 
puters to mysteriously restart and 
coordinating an electronic attack 
against Microsoft Corp. 

Security experts said the infec- 
tion, dubbed “LovSan” because of 
a note left behind on vulnerable 
computers, exploits a dangerous 
flaw in Windows software. 

Infected computers were pro- 
grammed to launch an attack on 
a Microsoft Web site on Saturday. 

Microsoft offers a free patch on 
the site windowsupdate.com to pro- 
tect Windows users. 

Researchers discovered a hid- 
den message within the infection 
taunting Microsoft Chairman Bill 
Gates: “billy gates why do you make 
this possible? Stop making money 
and fix your software! ” 

Experts have anticipated such 
an outbreak since July 16, when 
Microsoft acknowledged that the 
flaw affected nearly all versions of its

WASHINGTON | The U.S. bill for 
rebuilding Iraq and maintaining 
security there is widely expected 
to far exceed the war’s price tag, 
and some analysts estimate it could 
reach as high as $600 billion. 

The closest the administration 
has come to estimating America’s 
postwar burden was when L. Paul 
Bremer, the U.S. administrator of 
occupied Iraq, said last month that 
“getting the country up and running 
again” could cost $100 billion and 
take three years. 

In a recent interview on CNBC’s 
“Capital Report,” Bremer said of the 
cost of rebuilding Iraq: “It’s prob- 
ably well above $50 billion, $60 
billion, maybe $100 billion. It’s a 
lot of money.”

Deputy takes over as 
former warlord leaves 
war-ravaged Liberia 

ABUJA, NIGERIA I Liberia’s former 
President Charles Taylor arrived in 
Nigeria on Monday to begin a life 
of exile after turning over power to 
his vice president. 

Nigerian President Olusegun 
Obasanjo welcomed Taylor — 
wanted by a U.N.-backed tribu- 
nal for war crimes in Sierra Leone 
— at the international airport in 
the capital, Abuja. The two leaders 
shook hands and embraced before 
walking down a red carpet together 
to the presidential lounge. 

Taylor, dressed all in white 
and smiling as he descended from 
the plane, didn’t address report- 
ers before continuing to his new 
home: a three -building compound 
in a ritzy neighborhood of the south- 


eastern city of Calabar. 

Under mounting international 
pressure, Taylor resigned Monday 
and surrendered power to his vice 
president, Moses Blah, at a cere- 
mony in his rebel-besieged, mor- 
tar-blasted capital. 

He then sped to Liberia’s main 
airport with members of his family 
and boarded a Nigerian presidential 
jet for Abuja, dulue mbachu (ap) 

THEU.S. PRESENCE

Possible case would 
be state s first human 
affected this year 

RICHMOND, VA. I A Botctourt County 
man is Virginia’s first probable 
human case of West Nile virus 
this year, state and local health 
officials said Monday. 

Laboratory samples taken July 
30 were tested at a state lab and 
were labeled a “presumptive pos- 
itive.” Samples were sent to the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention for confirmation. 
Results are not expected for several 
weeks, the Virginia Department of 
Health said. 

“We are not surprised to have a 
human case of West Nile virus this 
year due to the level of virus activity 
seen last year and being detected in 


birds and mosquitoes this year,” said 
state Health Commissioner Robert 
B. Stroube. 

The unidenti- 
fied man, in his 
late 40s, was 
hospitalized 
with encepha- ^ 
litis, or inflam- 
mation of the 
brain, and flu- 
like symptoms. He has since been 
released and is recovering, the 
department said. 

West Nile virus usually lives 
in wild birds, but occasionally is 
spread to mammals by a mosqui- 
to that has bitten an infected bird. 
Most people bitten by an infected 
mosquito do not get sick. Last year, 
29 human cases of the virus were 
reported in Virginia; two patients 
died.

NORFOLK, VA. | Anthony Buco David 
II and his friends had just left a club 
in the ocean resort city of Virginia 
Beach when they got into an argu- 
ment with another group. 

David was hit in the head and 
neck and died in the hospital two 
days later, on his 24th birthday. 

Diego L. Gutierrez, 23, and 
Terry B. Mandall, 21 — the two 
men arrested Aug. 5 in David’s 
death — were charged not with 
murder but with lynching. 

Virginia’s state code simply 
defines lynching as “any act of 
violence by a mob upon the body 
of any person, which shall result in 
the death of such person.” Virginia 


Beach Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Harvey L. Bryant III said this is 
the rare case in which the circum- 
stances seem to fit 
the lynching law. 

The law holds all 
members of a mob 
equally responsible 
for the death, Bryant 
said. The charge < 
makes it easier to 
try them together, 

Bryant said. 

Under state law, a person con- 
victed of lynching is found guilty 
of murder. The jury determines 
the degree of murder, Bryant said.

Swamp, a haven and a highway for 
freedom- seeking slaves before and 
after the Civil War, could become 
part of the National Park Service’s 
Underground Railroad Network 
to Freedom.

Millions of Americans 
lose the landline and 
go cell phone-only 

W I R E L E S S I The curly- corded phone 
by Brandon Fogel’s bed was start- 
ing to seem like a relic. 

A graduate student living in 
Chicago, Fogel used his cell phone 
for most calls. And when he replaced 
his dial-up Internet connection with 
a cable line, he realized his regular 
phone wasn’t central to his life. 

So Fogel joined as many as 7-5 
million Americans — many of 
them students and young profes- 
sionals — who have gone solo with 
their cells. 

“It will be interesting to see if 
these young people who have aban- 
doned landline phones will turn 
back to them as they grow older or 
if wireless will be able to serve all 
their needs,” said Travis Larson, 
a spokesman for the Cellular 
Telecommunications & Internet 
Association. 

Cell phones are gaining on land- 
line phones. They already comprise 
about 43 percent of all U.S. phones, 
according to the International 
Telecommunication Union, up 
from 37 percent in 2000. 

Meanwhile, the number of 
U.S. landline phones has dropped 
by more than 5 million, or nearly 


3 percent, since 2000, the Federal 
Communications Commission 
reported in June. 

About half the households 
recently surveyed by PriMetrica 
Inc., a San Diego research group, 
said they’d give up their landlines 
if the wireless price was right. 

While price is a factor for many, 
the switch to wireless is often a 
matter of convenience. Fogel has 
moved four times in the last four 
years. The hassle of changing his 
phone number and paying installa- 


tion fees made his decision to drop 
the ground line easier. He figures 
he saves $30 to $40 a month by not 
having both phones. 

Many people who have given 
up their landlines are less fazed by 
annoyances like spotty reception 
than they are by losing the small 
pleasures of fixed phones. 

“I miss the joy and agony of com- 
ing home and checking the answer- 
ing machine and either seeing or 
not seeing that light blinking,” said

Fever Niche 



Gadgety newcomers 
usurp old-fashioned 
glass thermometers 

You have aches and pains and a fever 
— or you might, if you could take 
your temperature. You threw out 
your bad old glass thermometer 
after 11 states banned ther- 
mometers with mercury, a 
nasty metal that can cause 
neurological problems like diz- 
ziness, slurred speech and even 
brain damage. Congress is con- 
sidering a national ban. Even if 
you wanted an old- school ther- 
mometer, more than 90 percent of 
pharmacy- chain stores no longer 
carry mercury models. 

Companies are churning out a 
bewildering array of alternatives 
to take its place. They range 
from digital thermome- 
ters that can talk to

infrared thermom- 
eters that can take 
a temperature 
with a touch to 
^ the forehead, and 
other permutations 
in between. They promise bet- 
ter accuracy, easier use and other 
ostensible improvements — and 
often cost $50 and up. 

The new thermometer options 
each have different strengths and 
weaknesses. While some praise the 
accuracy of infrared thermometers 
— typically used in ear and forehead 
varieties — others sayit varies wide- 
ly by user. Axillary thermometers, 
which measure temperature from 
underneath the arm, are less inva- 
sive but more inaccurate than oral 
or rectal measurements, accord- 
ing to the American Academy 
of Pediatrics. In turn, the recent 
consumption of hot or cold drinks 
or the improper placement of the 


thermometer under the tongue can 
distort the accuracy of oral mea- 
surements. 

But some doctors say that accu- 
racy isn’t as important as people 
think. Precise temperature readings 
are only critically important when 
a very young infant is involved, says 
Sajjad Yacoob of Children’s Hospital 
Los Angeles. In infants who are less 
than a month old, even a small fever 
can signal a large infection. And if 
you just want to feel sorry for your- 
self, a rough estimate will do just

Electric Test for Cancer 


CANCER I Nobody should cancel a 
yearly mammogram at this point, 
but a quicker, painless screening 
method now in the final testing 
stage could someday become the 
first line of defense for early detec- 
tion of breast cancer. 

The method, being tested at 
the University of Connecticut 
Health Center in Farmington and 
11 other sites in the United States 
and Europe, is based on the well- 


established observation that breasts 
with cancer conduct electricity dif- 
ferently than healthy breasts. 

The device being tested, called 
a homologous electrical difference 
analysis, or HEDA, sends a harm- 
less, painless electrical charge into 
the breast. The flow of the current is 
documented in a series of numerical 
measurements showing the speed 
of flow through 16 spots around 
the breast. 



The rate of flow is compared at 
identical spots on the left and right 
breast. In healthy breasts, the speed 
of the current through both sides 
should be roughly the same. If there 
is a difference between the breasts, 
doctors should be suspicious. 

If it works, the electric method 
could be performed in any doctor’s 
office. For women of all ages with 
no family history of breast cancer, it 
could replace the mammogram. 

Doctors say the method would 
be particularly useful for women in 
their 30s with a close relative who 
had breast cancer at a young age.

The seaweed 
wraps should be 
minimal in calo- 
ries. The rice is in small portions. 
I’m guessing about one tablespoon 
each, not a lot of calories.

Is there any way to dry roast nuts 
so that some of the oil is removed? 

I don’t think you have to worry 
about this. Here’s why — the folks 
at the International Tree Nut 
Association, Dr. Alice Lichtenstein 
at Tufts and the USDA Web site all 
show that nuts are so high in fat that 
they don’t absorb more from roast- 
ing in oil. Thus, oil roasted or dry 
roasted doesn’t make any calorie 
difference. 


What kind of foods are fibrous 
carbs and which are the bad kind 
of carbs? I can never remember the 
good stuff. 

You’re not alone in this. It can 
seem kind of complicated some- 
times. Reach for fruit and vegeta- 
bles, which have complex carbs (and 
often come with fiber too.) Next, 
think whole grains. In crackers, 
WASA, Ryvita and even Triscuits 
(although they’re higher in fat than 
the other two) are a few choices. On 
the label, look for whole grains as 
the first ingredient. Good cereals 
include Cheerios and Grape Nuts. 
Wild rice, brown rice and popcorn 
are also good complex carbs.

TELEVISION! Among the messages 
conveyed by television’s onslaught of

Lately, however, there have 
been a few reminders that with 
Hollywood, breaking in is hard to 
do — best demonstrated by the awk- 
ward flailing of two fellows simul- 
taneously tossed behind the cam- 
eras to make a movie and in front 
of them for our amusement. 

That would be Efram Potelle 
and Kyle Rankin, the directing 
duo currently featured on “Project 
Greenlight,” the HBO series that 
chronicles a film production from 
unproven writers and directors. 

The two come across as inept 
tackling dummies, stumbling 
through their assignment in what 
has become a less-than-enticing 
prelude to “The Battle of Shaker 
Heights,” a coming- of- age tale to 
be released this month. 

It’s hard to imagine “Shaker 
Heights” is going to be much bet- 
ter than last year’s “Project,” Pete 
Jones’s “Stolen Summer.” 

That hasn’t prevented a loyal 
audience from growing addicted 
to the “making of” show — proof 


that watching trains hurtle toward 
each other is often more fun than 
viewing the wreckage. 

Ben Affleck and Matt Damon, 
who championed the “Greenlight” 
concept, theoretically drew inspi- 
ration from their experience as the 
Oscar-winning writers of “Good 


Will Hunting.” Yet more cynical 
observers see the experiment as a 
case of Hollywood striking back, 
with the directors having essential- 
ly been set up to fail. By turning 
the winners into sacrificial lambs, 
the series teaches a lesson to the 
world’s wannabes that insiders are 


there for a reason. 

And while Potelle echoed many a 
reality contestant by alluding to his 
“journey” in a recent “Greenlight” 
episode, shortcuts remain elu- 
sive along a road littered with 
far more also-rans than idols.

If one surprises you, you can slug 
or choke him.

— you can save at any point; saving 
at the start precludes repeating mis- 
sions. But stealth isn’t fun unless the 
missions are greatly varied.

Cigarettes 
For Life? 

Hey, celebs: You may 
die young, but you 
won’t lack smokes 

ADVERTISING I Atobacco company 
is offering a free lifetime supply of 
cigarettes to celebrity smokers as 
part of a guerrilla marketing cam- 
paign to raise the public profile of 
its recently launched brand. 

In a tersely worded pitch, 
Freedom Tobacco International Inc. 
said it was seeking to “seed” its ciga- 
rettes with adult celebrities. 

“To be honest, celebrities make 
or break your brands. If you look 
at who drinks what or that sort of 
thing, celebrity endorsements have 
always meant a lot,” said Patrick 
Carroll, founder and CEO of the 
New York-based company. 

But the ploy quickly drew fire 
from anti- smoking activists. 

“Blatant tobacco industry mar- 
keting tactics like this one are very 
disturbing, yet they aren’t very 
surprising to us,” said Gwendolyn 
Young, a board member of the 
American Lung Association of 
California. 

Freedom launched its first line 
of cigarettes in March. Called Legal 
(pronounced “lay-GAHL”), sales of 
the Colombian-made cigarettes 
have totaled about $500,000. 

The company also is behind the 
Right to Smoke Coalition, a group 
organized to fight bans against pub- 
lic smoking, like the one recently 
enacted in New York City. 

Despite their very generous offer, 
as of last week, no celebrities, other 
than a group of clothing design- 
ers, had accepted Freedom’s offer, 
Carroll said.

Former SWAT officer 
teaches lightweights 
how to act tough 

HOLLYWOOD | RandyWalkermaynot 
be a cop anymore, but in the movie 
business he’s still The Man. 

He’s the man who taught Morgan 
Freeman and Brad Pitt howto ques- 
tion a serial killer. The man who 
helped Colin Farrell look like he 
could shoot straight. The man 
who orchestrated a raid on the 
Terminator and demoted Keanu 
Reeves from captain to officer. 

The latest job for Walker, one of 
Hollywood’s top technical advis- 
ers: teaching Farrell, Samuel L. 
Jackson and LL Cool J about the 
methods of a Special Weapons and 
Tactics division for the new action- 
thriller “S.W.A.T.” 

“It’s my job to bring believ- 
ability and reality. The mission is 
always the same: make the actors 
look like law enforcement is their 
career,” Walker said. “Colin Farrell 
may not be an expert marksman. 


but I help make him look like an 
expert marksman.” 

Walker, 55, is a two-time Medal 
of Valor recipient who retired in 
1999 after 27 years with the Los 
Angeles Police Department. The 
stars of “S.W.A.T.” speak about 
him and his crew with something 
approaching awe. 

“They were — invaluable,” 
Jackson said at a party after the 
movie’s premiere. “Everything you 
saw us do, they were responsible 
for. There was the weapons train- 
ing, they gave us the history, they

taught us all those entrances: how 
we went into the building, how we 
held the weapons.” 

Their instincts became so 
intense, he said, that the actors

“We’d say, ‘That’s not how we 
were taught, so we can’t do it that 
way,’ ” Jackson said, laughing. 

“At the end of the day, it’s a larg- 
er-than life Hollywood film, so there 
are going to be scenarios that aren’t 
plausible in real life. But the way we 
approached it was realistic even if 
the scenario we were dealing with 
wasn’t,” said LL Cool J, who called 
Walker “an amazing teacher.” 

Walker spent 16 years with the real 
SWAT, seven years as a patrol officer 
and four years on horseback. 

He got involved in movies when 
a friend who was working off-duty 
directing traffic for a low-budget 
movie shoot asked him to show the 
actors some SWAT procedures. 

Realizing there was money in 
such advice, he founded Call the 
Cops in 1988 with police partner 
Sgt. Ed Arneson, who is still an 
active Los Angeles SWAT mem- 
ber. Walker also employs sever- 
al other police -expert friends as 
associate partners.

Skating Council Sets 
First Code of Ethics 

Skating’s world governing body, hit 
by a judging scandal at the 2002 
Olympics, has adopted its first code 
of ethics. The code was approved 
unanimously by the International 
Skating Union’s 12 -member coun- 
cil at a recent meeting in Spain, the 
ISU said Monday. The ethics code

Terps Given One 
Year of Probation 


NCAA ruling follows 
recruiting violation 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL | Maryland was 
placed on one year of probation by 
the NCAA on Monday because an 
assistant football coach committed 
a “major” violation by giving money 
to a high school recruit. 

The NCAA’s infractions com- 
mittee determined that coach Rod 
Sharpless gave heralded prospect 
Victor Abiamiri cash in amounts 
ranging from $5 to $200 five dif- 
ferent times. Another player was 
given a T-shirt and hat by a differ- 
ent coach, the NCAA found. 

But Maryland escaped seri- 
ous punishment for the violations, 
largely because of actions the school 
took after the allegations arose. It 
forced Sharpless to resign and 
stopped recruiting both players 


involved, steps the NCAA called 
“commendable.” 

Most punishments for major 
infractions involve 
at least two years 
of probation and 
often include a ban 
from postseason 
play, said Thomas 
Yeager, chairman 
of the infractions 
committee. 

Under the probation terms, 
Maryland will have to develop an 
educational program on NCAA 
rules and make periodic reports 
to the body that governs intercol- 
legiate athletics. 

“I think the NCAA recog- 
nizes that we have institutional 
control here,” head coach Ralph 
Friedgen said. “There was no 
effort to deceive the NCAA.”

KRISTA RIDDLEY, advocacy director for 
Africa, Amnesty International, was 
online Monday, Aug. 11 discussing 
the departure of Liberian President 
Charles Taylor, who has been indicted 
for war crimes. Taylor resigned 
Monday and will be replaced by his 
vice president. 


What plans are being made to help 
the young people who were forced 
into service as soldiers? 

One of the most horrific ele- 
ments of this war and Taylor’s 
seven-year war, which ended in 
1997, is the use of child soldiers. 
So called “small boy units” were 
formed and children not much 
bigger than an AK47 were often 
drugged and forced to fight. They 
are also victims in this war. 

There are some examples of 
rehabilitation programs for similar 
situations, such as in Sierra Leone, 
and Northern Uganda, and these 
programs will have to be prioritized 
in the aftermath of the war. 

What do you think should be the 
U.S. involvement in the country 
after Taylor is out? 

Liberians feel that their coun- 
try, established by freed American 
slaves, has a special relationship 
with the U.S. and that the U.S. 
as a world leader and a long-time 
ally should come to their aid at this 
difficult time. 

If the decision is made by the 
parties to the conflict to end the 
bloodshed and set up an interim 
structure to govern the country, 
much financial, material and 
other assistance will be required. 
This will be a long-term venture 
and support from the interna- 
tional community, including the 
U.S., will be needed.

also in the offing. And this week 
she attracted an audience of 200 to 
a Manhattan hotel, where people 
paid $49 a pop to hear her lecture 
about how to succeed at public rela- 
tions. Not a bad night. 

I find the Lizzie Grubman blitz 
annoying, since the first time I (and 
most others) heard of her was in 
July 2001 when, during a temper 
tantrum, she backed her SUV into 
a crowd of people at a Hamptons 
nightclub, injuring 16. She promptly 
fled the scene. 

After pleading guilty to assault 
and leaving the scene of an accident, 
she spent 38 days in jail. Grubman 
hasn’t been out for even a year. But 
instead of being ostracized for her 
bad behavior, her appeal has been 
enhanced by it. 

Steve Schragis, a spokesman 
for The Learning Annex, which 
sponsored Grubman’s lecture, said 
the company had approached her 


before the scandal “because she was 
an extremely hot, well-regarded pub- 
licist way before the incident.” The 
accident derailed her lecture for a 
while, but they invited her again, 
he said. 

A source at WNEW-FM radio 
called the decision to give Grubman 
a twice weekly radio show and addi- 
tional spots during the week “a mutu- 
al thing” that has “worked out real- 
ly well.” Because the source wasn’t 
the person who hired Grubman, she 
couldn’t explain the station’s moti- 
vation for pursuing her. 

Call it the Monica Lewinsky 
syndrome or the Tonya Harding 
effect, but much of Grubman’s 
appeal has to do with pure, unvar- 
nished notoriety, rather than per- 
sonal achievement. 

It’s further proof that celebrity 
alone, even when it comes from 
doing something shameful, can turn 
you into high society’s darling. 

In Grubman’s case, it’s also con- 
nected to our fascination with youth 
and money. 

Grubman says she doesn’t like 
being called a spoiled rich girl. 
Yet her history is indeed that of 
a spoiled daughter of a wealthy, 
celebrity-connected entertain- 
ment lawyer. 

She dropped out of several 
schools and out of college, used a 
series of social and family contacts 
to get into the public relations field, 
and finally started her own firm, 
which allowed her to hobnob with 
entertainers and socialites at night- 
clubs and restaurants, and get paid 
for it. And now our Lizzie’s been 
promoted to giving lectures. 

Let’s all remember the Lizzie 
Grubman story every time we’re 
tempted to lecture some young 
minority kids about accepting affir- 
mative action — because they will 
feel so much better about themselves 
if they achieve success based on their 
own hard work and merit. 

It seems one can either do it 
the hard way, or if one is fortunate 
enough to be born rich — and not 
have to work too hard — one can do it 
the Lizzie Grubman way. (newsday)
